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The bill amends Section 2 and adds a new Section 14B to the Youth Employment 
Standards Act by prohibiting a minor from being employed in any capacity at an 
establishment that features completely nude live entertainment or topless female 
entertainers or employees. For purposes of the new subsection “minor” is defined as 
a person less than 21 years of age. Currently, the act defines “minor” as a person of 
less than 18 years of age.
